In  answer  to  a question  before  the  class  at 
Hattiesburg,'  Dr.  Mullins  stated  thit  only  one 
man  in  the  faculty  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville  believed  in 
alien  immersion,  that  is  the  reception,  without 
baptism,  into  a Baptist  church  of  a person  who 
had  been  immersed  by  someone  not  a Baptist. 
He  said  the  others  all  favored  “regular  bap- 
tism,” and  the  book  that  is  used  at  the  semi- 
nary In  the  department  of  eccleslology  is  by 
Dr.  Dargan  and  teaches  the  opposite  of  alien 
immersion.  This  statement  is  given  here  that 
wider  publicity  may  be  afforded  it  in  Mississippi, 
where  the  seminary  has  been  misrepresented  on 
this  subject.  We  do  not  say  anybody  inten- 
tionally misrepresented  it,  for  we  should  dis- 
like to  believe  thst  anyone  would  do  so  to 
bolster  up  his  own  weak  position  or  injure  the 
seminary.  Dr.  Mullins,  however,  said  the  men 
in  the  sem'nary  facult;-  believed  the  question  of 
alien  immersion  should  be  left  to  the  local 
church  and  should  not  be  made  an  occasion  of 
dividing  Baptists.  Those  who  have  been  reading 
the  Record  for  a few  months  do  not  need  to 
be  told  where  it  stands  on  this  question.

Lord’s  side  (which,  nine  times  out  of  ten 
he  thinks’  we  mean  to  join  the  church — and 
many  a time  that  is  what  we  do  mean), 
you  would  do  so  much  good;  you  would  be 
so  useful.”

Hi* 
voice  slightly  toned  with  vindictivenossi 
when  he  said,  “I  have  scrambled  pretty  hard 
for  what  I have ; the  Lord  has  not  done  much 
for  me.”  I replied,  “If  I had  held  a light 
for  yon  to  work  by  twelve  hours  a day  for

He  dropped  his  eyes  to  the  ground  and  said, 
“I  reckon  it  does  depend  on  how  you  look 
at  it.”

The  review  of  Dr.  T.  G.  Jones’  book  this 
week  is  by  Mrs.  J.  L.  Johnson,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  church  in  Norfolk,  fifty  years 
ago,  when  Dr.  Jones  was  her  pastor. 


A copy  of  "The  General  Education  Board," 
a book  of  240  pagea,  is  on  our  desk.  It  gives 
the  history  of  the  organisation  and  an  account 
of  its  work  from  Its  organisation  in  1902  up 
to  the  present.  This  Is  a board  of  prominent 
men  Interested  In  education  and  studying  Its 
needs,  to  whom  Mr.  Rockefeller  has  Entrusted 
the  distribution  of  his  gifts  to  education.  Al- 
ready millions  have  been  given  and  the  gifts 
have  been  the  cause  of  contributions  from  oth- 
ers. Mississippi  College  and  Mlllsaps  College 
have  been  generously  helped  among  many 
others. 


A professor  of  history  reports  that  in  rec- 
itation one  pupil  reported  that  John  Quincy 
Adams  was  elected  by  so  many  “editorial 
votes. ” The  editors  doubtless  had  their  say.

We  believe  that  we  were  led  of 
God  In  the  call  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Farr, 
who  came  to  ua  as  pastor  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  at  Columbia  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1911,  at  the  close  of  the  short 
but  very  useful  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.

Bro.  Farr  has  been  very  useful  In 
the  work  of  Pearl  River  Association 
and  has  been  much  In  demand  for 
meetings  not  only  In  this  association 
but  throughout  the  State.  In  the 
meetings  he  has  held,  large  numbers 
have  been  led  to  Christ  and  in  many 
places  money  has  been  raised  to  pay 
off  old  debts  or  to  erect  new  houses 
of  worship.  He  has  also  taken  an  act- 
ive part  In  the  enforcement  of  the 
law  in  the  town  and  community  and 
through  his  efforts  several  undesir- 
able characters  have  been  driven 
from  our  midst. 

Bro.  Farr  makes  friends  readily 
and  Is  deservedly  popular  throughout 
all  this  section.  He  has  been  suc- 
cessful In  winning  a large  number 
of  men  and  has  good  congregations 
at  all  services.  In  his  work  he  has 
been  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Farr,  who 
has  been  especially  helpful  In  the  W. 
M.  U.,  the  adult  department  of  the 
Sunday  School  and  in  the  choir. 

He  Is  a good  preacher,  a good  pas- 
tor and  la  always  at  work.  He  has 
had  a number  of  calls  to  other  fields 
but  thus  far  we  have  been  able  to 
persuade  him  to  remain  with  us.  Our 
people  are  much  attached  to  him  and 
will  give  him  up  very  reluctantly.  We 
rea\ize,  however,  that  he  la  especially 
fitted  for  the  work  for  which  he 
has  been  chosen  and  we  bespeak  for 
him  the  hearty  co-operation  of  our 
people  throughout  the  State.
